Beginning at Jasper the 
state routes run along the edge of this 
park via Ellijay, Blue Ridge, Mor- 
ganton, Blairsville, Young Harris and 
Hiawassee. The road crosses the 
park running south from Blairsville 
to Cleveland, just south of the Blue 
Ridge mountain. The state road runs 
along the edge of the park, leaving the 
A road near the 
old Walnut postoffice, running south- 
wardly via Porter Spring and Dah- 
onega. 


“In opening the park to the public 
it is logical that a road be built in a 
northwardly direction, beginning 
either at Dahlonega or Porter Springs 
and crossing the Gadistown plateau 
and joining the state highway system 
at Morganton. It is logical that the 
road beginning in the Gadistown pla- 
teau should run in a southwardly di- 
rection and join the state highway 
system either at Jasper or Tate. 

“The system of roads opening up 
this forest reservation will not be 
complete without a road running in a 
southwardly direction from either 
Young Harris or Hiawassee and ter- 
minating at Robertstown or Helen. 

“The park road system laid out as 
outlined above will offer to the public 
a vast territory unsettled and unde- 
veloped. This section has some of 


the finest trout in the southeast and 


some of the most picturesque moun- 
tain scenery in the entire Blue Ridge 
mountain.

ATLANTA MAY CALL 
INDUSTRIAL EXPERT 


A movement was launched after 
George C. Smith, noted director af 
the industrial bureau of the Baltimore 
Board of Trade, had concluded hig 
speech at the forum luncheon of the 
chamber of commerce Wednesday aft- 
ernoon to bring him to Atlanta to 
take charge of an industrial depart- 
ment of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, but at the request of Mr. Smith 
the matter was not discussed at any 
length. 

It is believed, however, that the vis- 
it of Mr. Smith will result: in the 
formatio. oe industrial bureau here, 
as many of those present expressed a 
desire for such action. “When we 
have formed an industrial bureau 
here,” said C. W. McClure, “Mr. 
Smith may be willing to consider 
leaving Baltimore.” 

“The development of Muscle Shoals 
by Henry Ford will do more toward 
bringing prosperity to the south than 
any other thing that could happen, 
and his bid should be accepted imme- 
diately by the United States govern- 
ment,” was the declaration made Wed- 
nesday at the forum luncheon of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce by 
George C. Smith, director of the indus- 
trial bureau of the Baltimore Board of 

ade. 

“The south needs capital to develop 
its natural resources, which 
among the greatest in the world,” said 
Mr. Smith. “If the Muscle Shoals 
plant is developed it will bring much 
capital to the south, which will cause 
the eastern financiers to look toward 
the southern states when seeking lo- 
cations for manufacturing plants. 

“The south is better fitted for man- 
ufacturing enterprises as far as the 
labor situation goes, than any other 
part of the country, because the man- 
ufacturers will not have to deal with 
the foreign element, as the people of 
the New Englanc states do. All the 
south needs is capital, and if Henry 
Ford develops Muscle Shoals it will 
do a great deal toward bringing the 
necessary capital to the south.” 

Mr. Smith predicted that Baltimore 
would soon be the industrial center of 
America, as it has secured more than 

new industries during the past 
two years, which has resulted in in- 
vestments of many million dollars and 
the employment of many thousands of 
men and women.

Washington, May 24.— (By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.) — Eight amend- 
ments to the United States warehouse 
act passed by the senate Tuesday 
were offered as a substitute by Sen- 
ator Harris, of Georgia, for a bill 
which he previously introduced amend- 
ing one section of the act to extend 
the storage of products to include 
all agricultural and horticultural 
products in the discretion of the sec- 
retary of agriculture. The bill, which 
now goes to the house, amends sec- 
tions 2, 5, 11, 12, 15, 19, 29 and 30, 
and are mainly slight changes in the 
language of the law to help admini- 
strative features. “ean 

The Harris bill removes the limi- 
tations of the —— law restrict- 
ing licensed warehouses to handle only 
cotton, wool, grain, tobacco and flax- 
seed oil on licensed receipts, and now 
ronkes it possible to store cotton seed, 
peanuts; beans. and other products 
which have rapidly increased for mar- 
keting. Senator Harris said that 
many of the measures proposed for es- 
tablishing rural credits and aid to 
farmers were based on warebouse re- 
ceipts for agricultural products and it 
was impotant that discretionary au- 
thority be ganted to the secretary of 
agriculture. ä 

Removes Limitation. 

The amendment to section 5 removes 
the one-year limitation now placed 
upon licenses, and it is believed to be 
unnecessary work on the warehouse- 
man and the department to have a new 
application and bond filed each year. 

Licensing of persons to inspect and 
sample products and tc certify the 
condition is provided in the amend- 
ment to section 1. To properly classi- 
fy certain products, Senator Harris 
said, it was highly important to have 
an accurate and -representative sam- 
ple of the commodity. He cited the 
instance of cotton which varied in 
grades and the values were governed 
by the grades. With a licensed sam- 
pler his grades would be respected in 
determining the amount to be ad- 
advanced on the receipt. 


Last Amendment. 

The last amendment agreed to for 
section 30 enlarges the scope of of- 
fenses which a warebouseman might 
commit and for which he might be 
punished under the law. It increases 
the severity of the penalty which may 
be imposed and provision is made for 
imposing penalties on persons who 
draw, with intent to deceive, a false 
sample of a product or wilfully muti- 
lotes or falsely represents a sample 
drawn from a warehouse, or who 
fraudulently grades or weigh’ agricul- 
tural products stored under the act. 
The penalty clause offered in the Har- 
rie amendment provides for the pay- 
ment of part of the losses of the farm- 
er as well as forfeiting the bond giv- 
en for the caie sf the product. 

Senator Harris said because the 
importance of drawing proper samples 
end giving proper classifidition and 
weighing would add to the integrity of 
the receipt for collateral purposes, 
the new penalty section should ma- 
terially strengthen warehouse receipts, 

Among the benefits enjoyed by users 
of the licensed warehouses are re- 
duction of 25 per cent in insurance 
rates on the products stored, accord- 
ing to Senator Harris, and the ware- 
hausemen will get a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion on insurance rates for both the 
warehouse and equipment.

Either Not Trying or Have Not the 
Stuff to Deliver in Pinches. 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 

No fewer than a dozen baseball 
men, players managers, owners and 
scouts, have told me this spring that 
the pitching is frightful and that they 
cannot understand it. As a matter of 
fact, pitching seems to be the big 
puzzle of baseball these days. Not 
even the pitchers understand what the 


trouble is. They ciaim that the pitch- 
ers of today are as g as those of 
preceding generations, deny and prove 
by figures that the batters are no 
better {prove it by showing that bat- 
ters who were . hitters are now, 
after losing their best, hitting over 
300), and then offer no reason for the 
change. Rather they offer a thousand 
“reasons,” none of which explains the 
poor ‘showing of the pitchers. The 
blame is pas by some on tne 
changed ball, by others upon the grow- 
ing custom of directing pitching from 
the bench, upon all sorts of things. 

The study of pitchers, however, in- 
dicates that they are not pitching, and 
that they either are indifferent or 
that they “have nothing.” This ap- 
plies much more to the American 
league than to the National. If you 
want to make an interesting study in 
pitching, take the dope of last season 
on the two leagues and study the 
number of runs driven in by those 
same hitters. For instance Cobb made 
197 hits and drove in 101 ¢uns, Heil- 
man made 237 hits and drove in 139 
runs, Sisler made 104 hits and drove 
in 216 runs, Ruth made 204 hits and 
sent in 170 runs. 

In the National Hornsby made 235 
hits and sent in 126 runs, McHenry 
with 201 hits sent in only 102 runs, 
and Young made 165 hits and sent 
in 102 runs.

LEAD-OFF MEN. 

With such figures it is evident that 
the American league either is far su- 

rior in attacking force or the pitch- 
ing is far inferior, because the bags 
seem always loaded when hits are 
made. It may be something in the 
manner of the construction of teams; 
in fact, we old-timers constantly criti- 
cise the construction of modern ball 
clubs and the decline in the art of 
leading off. In fact. until the Yankees 
got sense enough to buy Whitey Witt 
and make him lead-off man, there was 
scarcely a good lead-off man in either 
league. Washington, of course, grab- 
bed Doney .Bush, who in his day was 
one of the great lead-off men of the 
country, but even so, if you look over 
the lists today and think back over 
the Slagles, the Topsy Hartzels, the 
Willie Keelers, the Roy Thomases, the 
Little Butlers, and others who led 
great teams and always got on bases, 
regardless of hitting ability, we can 
see that something is wrong in team 
construction. The managers declare 
they cannot find good lead-off men— 
and then sit on the bench and slip 
signals to great waiters and to grea 
judges of pitched balls to. hit the next 
one. 

Tt always has seemed to me that the 
failure of the modern team is that 
the managers have robbed players of 
individuality and have not trained 
them to do their own thinking and 
scheming. The few who are permit- 
ted to use their own judgment when 
facing pitchers haven’t much ~judg- 
it has been 
dwarfed by managerial edict. 

The. pitchers seem to have been af- 
fected the same way. They are will- 


ing to permit the manager to tell them 


what to pitch, and if a hit results it 
is the fault of the manager. Very few 
are permitted to use their own judg- 
ment, and as a resuit they do not ac- 
cept responsibility, and they do very 
little thinking.

Detection Circuit for the V m Tube. 
The vacuum tube as a detector exercises the important function of 
rectifying oscillations of radio frequency which have been intercepted 
by the antenna and inductively or conductively impressed upon the 
secondary circuit. The grid element in the tube, through its control 
of the election flow between filament and plate, causes a fluctuaton of 
the plate current and consequent variation of the telephone current 
which results in the reception of audible signals. 
Electric Wave Generation. 
Electric waves may be divided into two classes: continuous or 
undamped waves of cons/ant amplitude, and discontinuous or damped 
waves whose oscillations have decreasing amplitude. The wave-length 


| may be expressed as the distance between the points of two successive 


waves where the energy is at a maximum or a minimum. 
Spark Discharge. 

A spark discharge in the closed oscillatory circuit of a spark trans- 
mitted sets up radiofrequency oscillations of decreasing amplitude. 
When the condenser alternately charges and discharges across the 
spark gap, the resultant group of oscillations is damped by the extrac- 
a of energy. A minimum number of 23 complete oscillations is nec- 

ry for a single spark discharge in order to conform to the gov- 
crapentat regulations. . 

The Radiation of Electric Waves. 

Electric waves radisted in all directions from the aerial of the trans- 
mitting station are intercepted by receiving attennae, but continue with 
practically undiminished energy. Powerful transmitting stations used in 

transoceanic communications have aerials so designed and geographic- 
ally located as to the strongest waves in the direction of their receiving 
stations with which communication is carried on. 

The Coll Aerial. 

The coil aerial has valuable directional properties both in the trans- 
mission and reception of electric waves. It may be used as a direc- 
tion finder and is capable of receiving signals from long distance when 
connected to very sensitive amplifiers. 

Static Eelectricity. 

The interference of static charges of electricity with sensitive re- 
ceving sets is often so pronounced during the warm summer months 
as to entirely prevent the reception of radio sgnals. Small static 
charges accumulate into a gigantic charge which breaks down the gap 
between cloud and ground and results in the lightning flash with its 
millions of volts potential. 

Entertaining Passengers by Radio. 
Several hundred Cornel] students on their way to New York city 


received a musical program by wireless while riding on a special train 


of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western railroad. The radio appa- 
ratus was mounted in one of the cars and while speeding over the rails 
received the special musical sent out by the Genera] Electric company 
from Schenectady. This is beligved to be the first instance of utilizing 
the radio waves from a broadcasting station for the entertainment of 


passengers.

Negro Who Escaped From 
Jail Is Captured and Im- 


prisoned in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., May 24.—Jim Denson, 
negro youth, prayed unusually long 
in the Bibb county jail tonight before 
he threw himself on his bunk for his 
Urst real sleep this week; he prayed 
for the members of the mob that broke 
into the jail at Irwinton Tuesday, 
dragged him out and attempted to 
lynch him; and prayed for his ultimate 
release. 

Denson is under séntence to hang 
on June 16 for an alleged attack upon 
an aged white woman some three years 
His case went to the supréme 
court of the United States. 

Believing that Denson’s escape from 
the mob was an act of Providence, 
there ure numerous persons of this and 
of Wilkinson county, it was reported 
tonight, who will ask Governor Hard- 
wick to commute his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

nson was captured this morning 
by a posse which did not believe in 
lynching. They turned Denson over 
to Sheriff L. P. Player at Irwinton, 
who a few hours before had declared 
his belief that Denson wes dead. 
„Looks Mighty Good.” 

As soon as the negro could be fed 
and clothed, for there were only few 
rags left on his body, he was rushed 
to the county jail in this city. 

“Lawdy, Boss, looks mighty good, 
jail, sho do,” said Denson as the car 
in which he was riding swerved into 
the gateway of the local jail. 

_“T’se sho’ mighty proud to be here,” 
and he smiled until his big white teeth 
glistened. 

“They tied a rope around my neck,” 
said Denson, “then they dragged me 
into the car, I asked them to let me 
pray and they replied that they hadn’t 
lime, 

“T heard them say that they would 
shoot me just out of town. The knot 
on the rope around my neck was chok- 
ing me. I reached ap one hand in the 
dark and felt the slip knot. I untied 
it. The car was speeding thirty miles 
an hour I says to myself ‘Jim, jump 
or be kilt.’ I jumped feet first, flam- 
flop,’ just like that, I hit the ground 
on my feet and then on my head and 
then I must have flopped over four 
times and rolled into the ditch. 

“When I got out of the ditch several 
shots were fired at me. I crawled 
but they kept on firing. I got up 
and ran. I was bare-footed, my 
clothes were torn off me, and the 
gravel cut my feet.” 

At sun-up vesterday, the negro said 
he obtained bread from another ne- 
gro and then returned to the swamp. 
At sunup today, he said he crawled 
ont and got plums, being nearlv starv- 
ed. Then he heard the bloodhounds 
on his track. 

“Pretty soon a white hound came 
upon me,” said the negro. 

Traps Dog. 

“TI kept jumping from one side of 
the creek to the other. I couldn't 
shake him. He got right up to my 
heels, so I stopped, snapped my fingers 
at him and ‘lawdy,’ he curled his tail 
and walked right up to me. I took 
off my belt and tied him to me.” 

The negro had this hound tied to 
him, was playing with a second hound 
and was fighting off a third when 
the posse reached hin. i 

Sheriff Player said here tonight 
that he had names of persons in the 
mob that attacked the jail early 
Tuesday morning and that arrests 
would be made.

He was 
the first officer to reach the scene, 
and he examined the body of the dead 
negro, claiming to have picked up the

“Later when attorneys for Detec- 
tive Howell, who had been indicted 
with Terry in connection with the 
liquor charges, endeayored to obtain a 
new trial before Judge Humphries for 
Howell, I was present and overheard 
the conversation that ensued.

In reviewing the case Harvey Hill, 
one of the attorneys for Terry stated 
that the former detective had been 
convicted exclusively upon the testi- 
mony of Clarence Hart, whom the at- 
torney declared was “a notorious boot- 
legger.” Both Attorney Hill and At- 
torney Howard stated that Hart had 
been indicted a number of times prior 
to the trial of Terry in which he was 
the principal witness, for liquor vio- 
lations and burglary. 

“Hart is now under a twelve months 
sentence in the DeKalb county chain- 
gang for violating the prohibition 
laws,” said Attorney Howard. “It 
was on his testimony alone that Terry 
was convicted, and given the maximum 
penalty.” 

Terry was sentenced to serve twelve 
months at the state prison farm, six 
months in jail, an@ pay a fine of 
$1,000. He has completed two months 
of his sentence at the state prison 
farm. According to Attorneys Ho- 
ward and Hill, Terry is suffering 
from a number or physical ailments 
that have caused him to lose thirty 
pounds since his incarceration in the 
state prison. 

Certificates from several phy- 
sicians, including one signed by the 
late Dr. W. D. Vinson, who was 
slain by his wife several weeks ago, 
substantiating the claim of Terry's 
broken health, were offered the com- 
mission in the appeal for clem@ncy 
for Terry.

Statement by Boykin. 
_ Solicitor Boykin issued the follow- 
ing statement regarding the charges 
made against him by Hames: 
“The Terry case did not originate 
in the solicitor’s office. The Terry 
case was first brought to my atten- 
tion by Thomas H. Goodwin, who 
complained that his client, Clarence 
Hart, had been robbed of some whis- 
ky by Howell and Terry, police offi-

“When the Henry Reed case was 
tried, to which reference is made by 
Hames, Terry, who was then upon 
attendance of the court as a witness, 
and who had been segregated along 
with the other witnesses and sent te 
the witness room, created a distur- 
bance by making an attack upon 
Clarence Hart, who was also a wit- 
ness upon attendance of the court. 
The attack caused great confasion, 
and to the disturbance of the court.
